This compilatiou contains all current contracts of the Great Indian 
Peninsula Railway System beginning with the onginal contract of each of the 
lines foiming part of that system and of lines worked by the Great Indian 
Peninsula Eailway Company and embodying the various contracts introducing 
changes therein from time to time and has been edited under instructions from 
the Accountant General, Railuajs as contained in his letters No 1363-EeTenue, 
dated 1st Dune 1915 and No 1651- Revenue, dated 22nd June 1915, which are 
punted below 

2 The direction in regard to the leproduction of clauses in the later 
contracts immediately belou the clauses in the onginal contract which 
they modify has been attended to spmt though not to the stiict 
letter, as in some cases a verbal alteration of one or two words, it was 
thought, had better bo done by indicating what was actually to be effected by 
the amending clauses in later contracts, instead of reproducing in cxtenso the 
sections conceined underneath the clauses in the principal contract This, it is 
hoped, will effect a saving of labour to those nho have to refer to the contracts 
Where substantial additions to the provisions in the pnncipal contracts were 
made by clauses in subsequent contracts, such clauses have been incorporated 
in the body of the principal contracts and numbered as directed by the 
Accountant General, Railways, m the second lottei of his referred to in para 1 
above 

3 All alterations and additions to the original contract which are 
necessitated by subsequent contracts though embodied in the original contracts 
have been punted in smaller type to enable the reader to have an authentic 
and true edition of all the contracts as evecuted, and with this view the 
supplementary contracts have also been printed in full 

4< Wherever references to sections m the original contract are given in 
the supplementary contracts, the pages on which such sections of the onginal 
contract are piintod are mdicated at foot of the supplementary contracts 
Reference to later contracts arc given below each addition or alteration made in 
the respective contracts. 

5 The indov pimted at end of each prmcipal contract will, it is hoped, 
bo found very useful and enhance the value of the compilation as a book of 
reference to those who may have to use it.

13 made tlio 21st day of December 1900, BETWEEN The 

Sechetaht or State ik OotrNOiLor India (berem-after called “ the Secre- 
tary of State”) of the one part, and The Great Indian Peninshda 
Bailivat Compant (herein after called “ the Company ”), incorporated by 
an Act of Parliament passed in the Session of the 12th and 13th years of 
the reign of Her present Majesty, intituled “ An Act for incorporating the 
Great Indian Peninsula Eaihvay Company and for other purposes connected 
therewith,” of the other part 

Whereas it has been agreed between the parties hereto that the Company 
shall maintain, manage, and work the Great Indian Pemnsula Railway system 
(ns herein-aftor defined) and the Indian Midland Railway system (as herein-after 
defined) during the penod and on the terms herein-after mentioned 

And -whereas it has been further agreed that the receipts and expenditure 
of the undertaking (as herein-after defined) on and after the Ist of July 1900, 
and the accounts relating thereto, shall as from that date be dealt with and kept 
in manner herein-after appearing as though the Company had been in posses- 
sion of and -u orking the undertaking on and from that date 

And -whereas by a contract dated the 2nd day of October 1885, and made 
between the Secretary of State of tho one part and the Indian Midland Railway 
Company, Limited, of the other part, the Secretary of State agreed during the 
continuance of that contract to pay to the Indian Midland RailwayoGompauy, 
Limited, out of tho revenues of India, interest at tho rate of 4 per cent per 
annum on a sum of 3,000,0001 , w Inch has been raised by the issue by such last- 
mentioned Company of a share capital for tho nominal amount of 3,000,0001 
And whereas m exoroiso of tho powers in that behalf conferred upon the 
Company by tho Groat Indian Peninsula Railway Purchase Act, 1900, herein- 
after called the Act of 190 J, and for tho purposes of this contract, the Com- 
pany are about to issue a new share or stock capital for tho nominal amount of 
2,576,0001 , and of snob now capital a total nominal value of 1,760,0001 is to be 
issued as fully paid up in exchange for 07,0171 17fi 9ci , part of the annuity 
payable by the Secretary of State out of tho revenues of India, as mentioned in 
tho said Act of 1900, and a total nominal value of 825,00ol , being the remainder 
of such now capital, is to he issued as fully paid up lu exchange for stock of the 
Indian Midland Railway Company, Limited, of the total nominal valueot 7o0,000f , 
such exchange being at tho rate of 110^ of tho new capital of the Company 
for every lOOi of the stock of tho Indian Midland Railw'ay Company, Limited 
And whereas the Secretary of State may require tho Company hereafter 
to issue further share or stock capital as fully paid up in exchange for all or part 
of tho remainder of the said stock of tho Indian Midland Railway Company, 
Limited 


And whereas it has been agreed that, as part of tho consideration for the 
covenants by tho Sooretary of State heroin-after contained, the Company shall 
surrender or transfer or cause to be surrendered or transferred to the Secretary 
of State, or as he may direct, all such part of tho said annuity and all suoh stook 
of the Indian Midland llail-w ay Company, Limited, as shall be exchanged for 
shares or stook in tho now share capital of tho Company as aforesaid 

Now THIS Indenture witness cth, that in pursuance of the powers in this 
behalf conferred upon tho Company by tho said Aot of 1909, and of eveiy other 
power in this behalf them thereunto enabling, it is hereby agreed and declared 
as foUowB — -

1 In this Contract — 

Tho expression *' the Secretary of State ” means tho Secretary of State 
in Council of India.

The expression “the Great Indian Peninsula Eailiray system ” means 
the railways and woiLs of whatever description forming the

Berai, and the woiks of whatever description thereto belonging, 
and (without in any way limiting the generality of the preceding 
definition) shall include the mam lino of the Great Indian 
Peninsula Railway and all branches and extensions forming an 
integral pait of that lailw ay 

The expression “ the Indian Midland Railway system “ means the rail- 
ways and woiks of wliatever description forming the undertaking 
of the Indian Midland Railway Company, Limited, on the dOth 
day of June 1900, and all other railways, including subsidiary 
lines (with the works belonging thereto), then or since worked by 
the Indian Midland Railway Company, Limited, as part of their 
undeitaking or in connection therewith, and (without in any way 
limiting the generality of the preceding definition) shall include 
the mam lino of the Indian Midland Railway and all branches and 
extensions forming an integral part Ihoieof, and worked under 
the said contract of the 2nd of October 1886, and tho subsidiary 
lines mentioned m tbe Schedule hereto 

' The expression “ the undertaking ” means tho Great Indian Peninsula 

• Railway system and the Indian Midland Railway system, or such 
parts thereof respectively as shall be handed over to the Company 
for the purposes of this Contract, together with any improvements, 
alterations, or addition"! ot whatever description that may from 
time to time be made therein or thereto by or with the sanction 
of the Secretary of State 

Durahon of Contract 

2 This Contract shall continue in force for the period of 26 years from 
the 1st day of July 1900 

As to the new Capital of the Company and Intei esf the) eon 

3 — (1) The Company chall forthwith create and issue a now share or stock 
capital of 2,575,0001 , and of such now cajiital a total nominal value of 1,760,000Z. 
shall he issued by the Company as fully paid up m exchange for 67,047? 17s. 9d 
part of the annuity payable by the Secretary of State as mentioned in the said 
Act of 1900, and the remainder of such new capital, hemg of tho total nominal 
value of 825,000?., shall be issued by the Company as fully paid up in oxchan^'e 
for stock of the Indian Midland Railw ay Company, Limited, of the total nominal 
value of 750,000? , such exchange being at the rate of llO? of the Company’s 
new capital for every lOo? of the stock of tbe said Indian Midland Railway 
Company, Limited. 

(2) The Company shall not,' during the continuance of this Contract, with- 
out the sanction ot the Secretaiy of State, create and issue any further share or 
stock capital 

(3) The Company shall from time to time, if and when required so to do 
by the Seoietary of State, increase its new capital by the creation of such fur- 
ther number of sliares or amount of stock of sucb value as tbe Secretary of State 
may from time to time prescribe, and shall issue such shares or stock as fuUy 
paid up m exchange (at a rate to be agreed upon between tbe Secretary of State 
and the shareholders of the Indian Midland Railway company. Limited) for all 
or any of the now existing stock of the Indian Midland Railw-ay Company, Limit- 
ed, which shall not have been previously exchanged for shares lu the Company’s 
new capital 
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(4) The Company shall, on or forthwith after the issue of any shares or ' 
slock in then new captial, at their own cost snrrendei or tiausfer or cause to he 
surrendered or tiansforred to the Secretary of State, oi as he shall direct^ all 
such part or parts of the said annuity payable niidei the said Act of 1900, and 
all such stock of the Indian Midland Railway Company, Limited, as shall he 
exchanged for the shares or stock m the Company’s new captiai as aforesaid 
Poi the piupose of contribution to the pensions mentioned in sections 56 and 57 
of the Act of 1900, hut not otheiwjse, such pait or parts of the said annuity as 
shall he so suirendeied or tiansferred shall he deemed to he unclaimed annuities 
within the meaning of section 66 of the said Act 

4 Luring the continuance of tins Contract the Secretary of State shall, 
out of the revenues of India, pay to the Company in London half-yearty, on the 
1st day of January and the 1st day ot July, inteicst at the late of 3 pei cent 
per annum, calculated to the 31st day of Lecembei and the 30th day of June 
respeotively, on the amount for the time being paid up or credited as paid up 
on the shares or stock in the new captial of the Company which shall foi the 
time being have been issued in pursuance oi for the purposes of this Contract- 
with the sanction of the Secietary of State, and the first of such payments shall 
he made on the 1st day of January 1901

As to the Tfndei taLmg to be transfe^i red to the Company and matters 

connected tJiei emth 

5 The Secretary of State shall, subject to the proviso hereinaftei contained 
as soon hereaftex as may be reasonably possible, hand over to the Company, for 
the purposes of this Contract, the Great Indian Peninsula Railway system and 
the Indian Midland Railway system, together with the rolling stock, plant, and 
maclnnexy belonging thereto, and all telegraphic macluneiy, works, instruments, 
and appliances (other than and except telegraph wiies) then used by the Com- 
pany or the Indian Midland Railway Oampany, Limited, for the purpose of their 
xespective systems Piovided always, that the Secretary of State shall be undei 
no ohlmation to hand orex to the Company any subsidiary line forming pait of 
cithei of the said systems, which belongs to oi passes tliiougli any native State, 
or the lolling stock, plant, or machinery belonging thereto, or the telegiaphic 
machinery, works, instruments, or appliances appropriated theieto, unless and 
until all such ariangcments (if any) have been made wuth the native State to 
whom such line belongs or through whoso territory it passes, as lu the opinion 
of the Secretarv of State may be necessary or desirable to enable him to hand 
over to and authorise the Company to woik such line The Secietaiy of State 
shall endeavour and u«e his best interest wuth all such native States as afore- 
said to make with them all such aiiangemeuts as in his opinion may be 
necessary oi desuable for the purposes aforesaid 

6 So soon heieaftei as ma\ be reasonably possible, the Secretary of State 
shall delivei to the Compauv, and the Company shall accept for the pui poses ot 
the undei takmg, all stores belonging to the Great Indian Peninsula Railway 
system and to the Indian Midland Rail a ay ‘system that may be m hand or in 
course of delivery, excej)t such as on the lopiesentatiou ot the Company, to 
made in writing on or befoie the 30th day of April 1901, the Secretary of State 
may adjudge to be unserviceable or suiplus sto ^es, and except such (it any) as 
iray belong to any subsidiary hue belonging to oi passing through a native 
State, which the Secietary ot State shall not then hand ovei to the Companv, 
and such last-mentioned stoies (if any) shall be handed over to and accepted

7 During the continuance of this Contract the Secretary of ‘State shall 
pioTide and alien the Company to use such telegrapli wires as the Company 
shall, vnth the sanction of the Secretaiy of State, from time to time xequuo for 
the purposes of the undertalang, and shall maintain the said wues m good 
repair and good worliing condition , and the Company shall maintain all such 
telegraphic machinery, uoilvs, intrumeuts, and appliances as sliall be handed 
over to them as afoiesaid in good repau and good uoihing condition, and shall 
provide and maintain m the like repair and condition all such additional 
telegiaphic machinery, woiks, instruments, and appliance^ (other than wires) 
as the Company shall with the sanction of the Secretary of State from time to 
tin e lequiro foi the purposes of the undertaking The working of the said 
telegraphs shall be exclusively in the hands of the Company, but the Company, 
if so directed by the Secretary of State, shall observe the rules for tho time 
liemg m force in tho case of Stute Rniluay Telegraphs, oi such of the said iiiles 
as the Secretary of Stale may from time to time prescribe for their observance, 
and the Company shall fuinisli the Secretary of State with such fieo passes as 
he may requne for persons employed by him in oi about the erection, main- 
tenance, or inspection of tho said telegraph wires and telegraphic *v\orks, 
machinery, instiuments, and appliances, or otherwise m connection therewith 

8 If tho section of the Gi eat Indian Peninsula Railway boti^oen Wadi 
and Raichur ^shall be part of the undeitaking handed over to tho Company, the 
Secretary of State may at any time require the Company to retransfer such 
section to him, and tho Company shall not claim any compensation in respect 
of such letransfer Prom and after such retransfer the said section shall cease 
foi tbe purposes of this Contract to be part of the undertaking or of the Great 
Indian Peninsula Railway system 

9 As soon heieaftei as may he reasonably possible, an inventory of the 
undertaking, and an inventoiy and valuation of the rolling stock, plant, and 
machinery belonging thereto, as on the Ist of July 1900, shall be made and 
signed by oi on behalf of the Secietaiy of State and tho Company, tho valua- 
tion being based on the sums outstanding on that day in the respective capital 
accounts of tho Company and of the Indian Midland Rail^vay Company, 
Limited 

As to the Maintenance and Management of the Undertalang 

10 The Companj’^ shall keep the undeitaking in good repair, in goOd 
working condition, and fully supplied with rolling stock, plant, and machmeiy 
to the satisfaction ol the Secretary of State If the Company shall fail for the 
sjiace of one calendar monrli to comply i^ith any lequirement in writing of the 
Secretary of Stato m regard to the matters aforesaid or any of them, the Secre- 
tary of State may enter on the undertaking and execute all such works and 
provide all such lolling stock, plant, and machmeiy as may in^JUis opinion be 
required foi the piu poses of the undertaking 

11 The Company shall keep the rolling stock, plant, and machinery be- 
longing to the undertaking in good repair and in good working condition to the 
satisfaction of the Secretary of State. 

12 The Company shall maintain a sufficient staff for the purposes of the 
undertaking to the satisfaction ot the Secretary of State. 

13 Tho Secretary of State may from time to time by notice in urzting 
require the Company to cairy out any alteration oi impiovement in the undei- 
taking or any addition thereto that may in his opinion be necessaiy for tho 
safety of passengers or foi the safety ot the public, or for the effectual working 
of the undeitaking, or for the accommodation of tlie traffic ol any railways noir 
01 heicafter having junctions with any railway foiming part of the undeitaking 
Such notice shall specify the alteration, improvement, or addition required, and 
shall also m general terms describe tbe works to he executed for the puipose 
of caiiyiug out such alteration, jmjnoiement, 01 addition On receiving anv 
such notice the Company shall with all leasonable speed commence and proceed 
to execute the woiks described therein, tbe Secretaiy of State supplying the 
necessaiy funds and pioviding at the cost of the Company any land that may 
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be lecjiuied fop the purpose If m any case the Company shall neglect to 
proceed with the proposed ^oiks or fail to complete the same to the satisfaction 
of the Secietary of State, the Secretary of State may enter on the undertaking 
and execute the said works 

14i The Secretary of State shall provide and maintain, fox the purposes 
of the undeitalang, such a force of police as the Company, with the appioval of 
the Secretary of State, bhall from time to time require, with this qualification, 
that the case of difCeronco between the Secretary of State and the Company as 
to the force required for the pieservalion of lar\ and ordei, the deteimination 
of the question shall lest with the Secretary of State The cost of pioviding 
and mainlaiiirug the force ot police lequiied for the purposes of the undertaking 
shall be taken to be, as fiom time to time stated by tlie Secretary of State, and 
sliall ho defrayed in the following raantieL that is to say, three-tenths shall be 
borne by the Secietary of State, and the lemainrng seven-tenths shall he treated 
as part of the working expenses of the undertaking 

As to the ttse and ivo) Ltng of the Undertaking^ and the comeyance of Traffic 

13 Tho Company shall cause to he run so many trams, at such times, at 
such rates of speed, between such places and with such conveniences and 
accommodations as the Seciotaiy of State shall from time to time require 

16 — (1) The Secietaiy of State shall fiom time to time authorise maxi- 
mum and minimum rates within which the company shall be entitled to charge 
the public for sei vices rendered by way of oi in connection with the conveyance 
of passengeis or goods on the undertaking, and shall prescribe the several 
classes and descriptions of passengers and goods to which such rates shall be 
respectively applicable, as well as the extent to which, within the maxima and 
minima so authorised, the Company may vary the sard rates in respect of tho 
distance or weight or special conditioas under which such conveyance takes 
place or services are leudeied 

(2) The Secietary of State shall give tho Company not less than three 
months' previous notice in writing of ,his mteutiOn to make any change in the 
rates 01 classification so authorised and prescribed, and unless the Company 
shall assent to such change, it shall not he operative until the expiry of the said 
notice Provided that when tho Secretary of State shall declare that a change 
IS necessary to meet a public emeigency it shall sufi0.ee for him to give such 
shorter notice as he shall consider reasonable 

(3) In making charges to the public for sei vices under this (section, the 
Company shall not, without the special sanction of the Secretaiy of State ^ 
calculate the same otheiwise than in accoidance with the rates authorised in 
the manner herem prescribed, or make any reduction by rebate or otherwise 
that will have the elfect of bringing any rate actually paid below the mmimum 
authorised in the manner herein stated The term ‘‘goods" shall, as regards 
this section, include eveiytnmg conveyed on the undertaking, passengers 
only excepted. 

17 The Secretary of State may from tune to tune require the Company 
to carry out any alteration cr improvement in the working of the undertaking 
that may in his opinion be necessary for the safety of passengers, or for the 
safety of the public, or for the effectual working of the undertaking 

18 All services w hich the Secretaiy of State may lequire the Company 
to perform for the Post Office, the Military Department, the Police Department, 
or any otlier Department of the State, or ioi high Government ofifioials (includ- 
ing in such sei vices the conveyance of mails as defined by the Post Office Act or 
Acts for the time being in force in India, the conveyance of Post Office sei vants 
when on duty, the conveyance of troops and sailors, military and naval establish- 
ments, hoises, and other animals used foi militaiy purposes, guns, mihtaiy 
stores and equipments, the conveyance of police, prisoners, and paupers, the 
conveyance of telegraph stores, instruments, officers and woikmen, and of any 
public stores whatever), shall he performed by the Company on the same general 
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coBditions 9 s may for tli© timo being be in foice on State Hallway*?, and at snob 
lates as may be approved by the b^crefcary of State, not being less than the 
rates in force foi tbe time being for similar sei vices on State Eailways of the 
same gauge 

19 If and nhenever during tbe continuanoe of tbe Contract dated tbe 
18th March 1890, and made between tbe Seeietary of State aud tbe Indian 
Midland Hallway Company, Limited, His Highness tbe ilabaraiab of Gwalior 
for tbe time being desires to travel over or upon that part of tbe Indian Midland 
Hailuay system known as tbe Sindia State Hailway, oi any part thereof, after 
tbe same shall have been banded over to tbe Company, tl»e Company shall pio- 
vide free of cost for tbe Mabaiajab and bis suite all or such as shall be leqmied 
of tbe following accommodation (that is to say), one fiisfc-class carriage, one 
second-class carnage, one third-class carnage and one luggage van, ivitb all 
necessary and proper attendants 

20 The Company shall convey gold and silver bullion and coin and copper 
com belonging to the Government of India and the peisons in charge thereof 
at special rates, to be from time to time approved by the Secretaiy of State 

21. The Company shall from time to time, upon tbo requisition of tbe 
Secretary of State, give precedence to the demands of tbe Government, whether 
for freight or passenger accommodation, over all ordinal y traffic 

22 All stores intended to be used for tbe purposes of tbe undertaking 
shall be conveyed by tbe company at rates to be approved by tbe Secretary of 
State, not being less than tbe actual cost of conveyance. 

Capital 

22 (a). — All capital moneys lequiied for the purposes of the undertaking 
chall, at the option of the Secretaiy of State, either be provided by him, in 
ubicb case they shall beai interest at tbo rate of 3^^ pei cent per annum, or at 
such other rate as shall from t^me to time be agreed upon, or be lai^ed by the 
Company by the issue of debentuies or debenture stock, in such mannei 
and on such teims as to inteiest oi otberuise as tbe Secretaiy of State 
shall determine

interest to tbo persons entitled thereto, and will, on the respective days on winch the principal 
moneys represented by such stock shall according to the respective terms of the issue thereof 
and in consequence of any notice of redemption given by th« Company with hia consent be 
pa}nble, and so as duly to provide fox the payment of such principal mone>s to the persons 
entitled thereto when respectnel} due, pa} in London in sterling to the Company the amount 
of tbe pnneipnl sums pi} able on such respcctiv e da} s, and tbe moneys so to be paid to the 
Company under this chiise shall be pud to and leceived by it for the re'^pective lioldeis for 
the time being of the said stock, and placed by the Company m the Bank ot England or some 
other Bank to be agieed upon, to an account to be called The Great Indian Pemnsala 
Bnilwn} Company's Debenture Stock AccounV" and shill be applied to the respective 
pa}ment8 of such interest and prmdpal accordingly, and to no othei purpose The money s 
j a} able under this clause to the Company as aforc'^aid shall be paid without regird to any 
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set-oir, hen, ch'irsfe, claim or equity which the Secretary of State may have against the 
Company Provided always, that in every case m which tte holder of any stock shall hot, 
within a period of twelve calendar months after the principal moneys payable in respect of 
such stock shall have become payable, have applied for the payment of such moneys, thpn such 
moneys shall he carried to the account of the Secretary of State, and m every case in which 
any interest payable ui respect of any of the said stock shall be unclaimed for a period of 
two years a! tei the same shall have become clue, such interest shall also be earned to the 
account of the Secretary of State And the Secretary of State hereby undertakes to 
indemnify and hold haimless the Company against all claims m respect of pimeipal or interest 
which shall have been so earned to the account of the Secretary of State as being unclaimed 
within such respective periods as aforesaid, and generally against all liability incuned or to be 
incuned by the Company by reason of their acting on the foregoing proviso 

Provisional No 22 {d ) — \ny moneys paid by the Secretary of State to the Company 
under clause 2 of these presents for the purposes of the redemption of the said debenture stock 
shall be deemed to he money provided by the Secretary of State uudei clause 22a of the

SlljiS made tlie 3rd day of July 1914, BEWEEN The 

Secbetaut or State in Council op India (hereinafter called “ the Secretary 
of State ”) of the one part and The Gkeat Indian Peninsula Eailtvax 
Company (hereinafter called “the Company ”) of the other part. 

, WHEEEAS these presents are supplemental to an Indenture dated tlie 
2ist December 1900 and made between the Secretary of State of the one 
part and the Company of the other part (hereinafter called the principal 
Contract), being a Contract for the maintenance, management, and working 
by the Company of the Great Indian Peninsula Railway system and the 
Indian Midland Railway system, and to four several Indentures made between 
the same parties and dated the 24th April 1903, the 4th August 1908, the 6th 
Eebruary 1909, and the 19th day of March 1909 respectively, the last-mentioned 
two Indentures being Contracts for the working by the Company as agents for 
the Secretary of State of the Agra-Delhi Chord Railway and the Baran-KotaU 
Railway 

AND WHEREAS the financial year of the Government of India com- 
mences on the 1st day of Apiil and ends on the Blst day of March 

AND WHEREAS the accounts kept by the Company for the purposes 
of the pnncipal Contract and the said Indentures ot the 5th Eebruary 1909 
and the 19th March 1909 respectively have heretofore been prepared with 
reference to the year commencing on the 1st day of J uly and ending on the 
30th day of June 

NOW THIS INDENTURE WITNESSETH and it is hereby agreed and 
declared as 'follows — 

1 As from the Ist day of April 1913 the accounts kept by the Company 
for the purposes of the principal Contract and the said Indentures of the 5th 
Eebruary 1909 and the 19th March 1909 respectively shall be prepared with 
reference to the financial year of the Government of India, and accordingly the 
principal Contract and the other Indentures to which these presents are 
supplemental shall as from that day be read and has effect as though Sub- 
clause 2 of Clause 28^ and Clauses 29t, 33|, and 39§ of the prmcipal Contract 
were altered by the substitution ot the 31st day of March tor the 30th day of 
June, and of the 30th day of September for the Slst day of December, and of 
the 1st day ot A[pril for the 1st day of July Respectively except in the case of 
dates in a year previous to the year 1913 

2 Sub-clause 2 of Clause 26^ of the principal Contract shall as from 
the 1st day of April 1913 be read and have effect as though the same were 
altered by the substitution of the word “ September ” for the word “ June ” and 
of the word “March” for the word “December” and of the words “year 
commencing on the 1st day of April ” for the words “ calendar year,” and 
Clause 3 II of the said Indenture of the 24th day of April 1903 shall as from the 
same date be read and have effect as though the word “ April ” were substituted 
therein for the word “ January ” 

3 Clause 2** of each of the said Indentures dated the 6th Eebruary 1909 
and the 19th March 1909 respectively shall be read and have effect as though 
the same were altered by the substitution of the word “ September ” for the word 
“ June ” and of the word “ March ” for the word “ December.” 
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4 In any cases lu which the accounts relating to any subsidiary lino 
of either system o£ the undertaking are prepared with reference to any year 
other than the financial year of the Government of India such accounts shall 
as from the 1st day of April 1913 be prepared with reference to the financial 
ycai of the Government of India Provided always that if such alteration 
requires the consent of any party or parties other than the parties hereto this 
clause shall not have effect until such consent is obtamed. 

5. The guaranteed interest payable by the Secretaiy of State under the 
principal Contract on the amount for the time being paid up or credited as 
paid up on the shares or stock in the capital of the Company shall continue 
to he paid on the Ist day of January and the 1st day of July in every year. 
And Clause 4^ of the principal Contract shall ho road and construed as if the 
following words u ere added at the end thereof “ and the last of such paj'ments 
shall he made on the 1st day of July 192J (tins contract being construed for this 
purpose as being still continuing on snob date).” 

6 The receipts of the Undertaking in the ponod 1st April 1925 to 30th 
June 1925 shall ho applied in accordance with Clause 30f of the principal 
Contract, 8 uh 3 eot to the provisos — 

(1) that the sum payable to the Secretary of State under Suh-Clauso (1) 
in respect of the said penod shall bo Bs 60,00,000 , 

(2) that Sub-Clause (2) shall bo read as though it related to the said penod 
instead of to a half year , and 

(3) that for the purposes of Suh-OIause (4) the said period shall ho treated 
as though it were a year.

i/IjiS made tlie 6tli day o£ Pebruarv 1909, BETWEEN The 

Seceetaet or State in Council or India (hereinafter called “the 
Secretary of State ”) of the one part, and The Great Indian Peninshla 
Bailivat Coup ant (hereinafter called “ the Company ”) incorporated by 
an Act of Parliament passed in the sessions of the 12th and 13th years 
of the reign of Her late Ma 3 esty intituled " An Act for incorporating the 
“Great Indian Peninsula Railway Company and for other purposes 
“ connected therewith ” of the other part 

WHEREAS by Clause 43*- of an Indenture (hereinafter called the Principal 
Contract) dated the 21st December 1900 and made between the Secretary of 
State of the one part and the Company of the other part being a contract 
for the maintenance management and working by the Company of the 
Great Indian Peninsula Railway system and the Indian Midland Railway 
system it was agreed that the Secretary of State might require the 
Company {inter aha) to work any auxiliary or branch railway of any gauge 
in connection with any railway forming part of the undertaking (which 
expression is in the Principal Contract defined to mean, and where used in 
this contract means the Great Indian Ptninsula Railway system and the 
Indian Midland Railway system or such parts tuereof respectively as have 
been or should be handed over to the Company for the purposes of the 
Principal Contract together with any such improvements alterations and 
additions as therein mentioned) either as Agent of the Secretary of State oi 
as part of the undertaking upon such terms and conditions as might be 
agreed upon 

AND WHEREAS a certain railway known as the Agra-Delhi Chord 
Railway and heieiuafter more paiticularly defined has been constructed by the 
Secretary of Stati and is such an auxiliary or branch railway as mentioned in 
the Prmcipal Contiact. 

AND WHEREAS the Secietary of State has in pursuance of the herein- 
before recited power given to him by the sa’d Clause 43* of the said Indenture 
required the Company to work such Railn ay in connection with the Indian 
Midland Railway section of the undertaking as Agents of the Secretary of 
State and the said Railway has been opened throughout for public traffic and 
IS now being worked bv the Company accordingly upon the terms and 
conditions hereinafter set forth 

NOW THIS INDENTURE WIINESSETH that it is hereby agreed and 
declared as follows (that is to say) — 

Hallway to he iooi Led 

1. The Railwav to be w'orked undei this contiact is the line of railway 
known as the Agra-Delhi Chord Railway extending fiom the 3 unction with 
the Relingan] Branch of the Indian Midland Rail v\ ay section ot the under- 
taking at a po’nt 837 miles 1,688 teet fiom Bombay and passing through 
Muttra to Delhi and is hereinaftei refeired to as “ the said Railw'ay ” and the 
Company shall during tlie continuance heiooC work the same accordingly 
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JDwatton of the Coniiact 

2 This Contract shall be deemed to have come into force on the day on 
wlucli the said Uaihvay is opened tlirougliout for public traffic and shall 
continue in force until determined cither hv the Secretary of State or the 
Company on any 30th day of June or ‘list day of Docoraher during the 
subsistence hereof by giving to the other party not less than tnclvc calendar 
months’ notice in nriting of his or thoir desire so to do and in the e\ ent of 
any such notice being given this Contract ‘•hall on the 30th day of Juno or 
31st day ot Pecemher so mentioned in such notice as aforesaid absolutely 
deteimmo unless prior to such sjiecified day such notice shall ho mthdrawn 
by the consent of both parties and such notice shall if given by or on behalf of 
the Secretary of State ho sufficient if signed and given m the form and manner 
provided by Clauses 6S and 60" of the Pnnoipal Contract, and if given by or 
on behalf of the Company shall bo given under the seal of the Company and 
countersigned by tc o of the Directors and the Secretary of the Company, 
and shall be left at or sent by registeied post to iho office of the Secretary of 
State or any of bis Under Secretaries oi Ins Assistant Under Secotaiy or 
ot a Secretary of Government at Bombay or of the Eailway Board, and any 
such notice n bother given on behalf of the Secretary of State or the Company 
shall ho deemed to be given on the date n hen the same shall bo so left or 
posted as aforesaid.

Appltcatton -of the terms of the J?i meipal Contract 

3 The terras and provisions of the Principal Contract so far as applicable 
to the said Raihiav having especial regard to the fact that the same 
though to be woiked by the Company hereunder mil noveitholess remain 
the solo and absolute properly of the Secretary of State aud as the same are 
not hereby expressly modifaed or altered m their operation or are not 
lepugnant to or by implication excluded from application by the terms and 
plovisions hereof shall apply to the said ilaibiay rs if they had mth the 
necessary modifications been expressly jneorporated herein and for the 
purpose of applying such terras and provisions to the said Railway it shall 
fiom the date on which it shall be made over to the Company as heroin ifter 
mentioned be considered as a subsidiary line forming part of one of the systems 
composing the undertaking the subject of the Principal Contract (viz, the 
Indian Midland Railway system) and the Principal Contract slmll for the 
purpose of such application be lead accordingly and such Puncipal Contract 
shall so far as necessary for giving due effect to the terms and provisions 
hereof be read and construed as modified by these presents. 

As to the handthg oier of the Uaihoay to the Company, 

4 When and as soon as an Inspecting Officer of the Secretary of State 
duly authorised in that behalf shall have ceitifiod that the uhola of the Rail- 
way has been completed and made ready and fit for the convcyanco of 
passengers and goods the Secietary of State shall furnish to the Company a 
epecification signed by or on bebalt of tlie Secretaiy of State setting forth the 
woiks udiich shall have been done and executed in the construction and 
completion of the Railway and in making the same leady and fit as afoiesaid 
and in piovidmg telegraphic works macliineiy and appliances for the 
puiposes thereof and in providing the same mth lollmg stock plant and 
niacbineiy and the cost ot such works and such specifioalion sliall forthwith 
thoieattei be signed on behalf of the Company by a properly authorised 
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officer of the Company and tlieieupon the said Railway shall he con^sideied 
to have been taken over hv the Company for the purposes of tins contiaet 
such inventory of the undertaking and* of the rolling stock plant and 
machinery belonging tbeieto as on the date hereof as is mentioned in clause 9 
of the Principal Contract shall be made and signed by or on uehalf of the 
Secretaiy of State and of the Company 

6 The Secretary of State shall also make over or deliver to the Company 
and the Company shall take o\er as soon as reasonably possible all stores in 
hand or in course of delivery supplied or intended loi use m connection with 
the Railway and belonging to the Secietaiy oC State except only such stores 
as on the representation of the Company to be made in writing on oi before 
the expiration of six calendar months from the date of the Railway being so 
made and tnken ovei as aforesaid the Secretary of State may adiudge to be 
unserviceable or surplus stores and the Company shall pay for all stores so 
made and taken over as aforesaid and with the said Railway or separately at 
a price to he agreed upon between the Secietarv of State and the Company 
as soon as reasonably possible. 

As to alteiahons additions and impi ovenients and money 

and land required theref 01 '

6 If and whenever during the continuance of this Contract any alteiations 
additions or improvements to or in the Railway oi to the works rolliog stock 
])lant or machinery thereof the cost of which may be chargeable to capital 
under or in accordance vith the provisions of the Piincipal Contract shall be 
required or on application from the Company sanctioned by the Secretary of 
State the same shall be executed by the Company and the moneys required 
for making and executing the same up to an amount previously sanctioned 
or approved by the Seoietaiy of State shall fiom time to time on the applica- 
tion of the Company be provided by the Secretary of State all laud required 
for the purpose of any such alterations additions or improvements being 
provided by and at the expense of the Seciotary of State 

7 The amount of all moneys provided by the Secretary of State under 
the last piececling clause shall he entered in the separate capital account of 
the Railway to be kept by the Company as heieinafter mentioned 

As to Accounts^ Capital ^ 

8 The Company shall in addition to the accounts prescribed by the 
Principal Contract to he kept in respect of the undertaking in accordance 
with the provisions of the Principal Contract as hereby modified keep a 
separate Capital account and also a separate Revenue account in respect of 
the said Railway such accounts to be kept in the manner laid down in 
Clause 26 (1)’*^ of the Principal Conti act with reference to the accounts relating 
to the undertaking and the two systems originally comprised therein and 
such other accounts if any as shall be required by the Secretary of State in 
puisuanee of Clause 28 (1)^ of the Principal Contract to he kept in accordance 
therewith for the said^Railway 

9 Subject to any special directions which shall he given by the Secretary 
of State under the said Clause 26(1)'^ there shall he entered in the Capital 
account so to be kept as aforesaid the amount of the expenditure incurred 
by the Secretaiy of State in the construction and completion and making 
ready and fit as aforesaid of the Railway and in providing the same with such 
telegraphic works, machinery appliances lolling stock plant maohinerjr as 
aforesaid as nell as the moneys provided by the Secretaiy qt State as aforesaid 
for any alterations additions and improvements to or in the same and which 
may he chaigeahle to capital as aforesaid and the cost or value of any land 
supplied by the Secretary of State for the purposes of the Railway 

10. Subject to any such special directions as aforesaid there shall he 
entered in the Revenue account so to bo kept as aforesaid on the credit side 
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all leceipts on account of levenuo (hereinaftei called tlie gross receipts of the 
said Hallway) fiom or m respect of the said Railway including all receipts of 
the adniinistiations of othei Railways denied from or in respect ot the 
exercise hy such administialions of running powois oiei the said Railway 
and all moneys received in respect of the use and ivoilving of the telegraph 
wires piovided foi or handed over to the Uonip my under or in accoidance 
with the provisions of Clause 7' of the Riincipal Contract heiem by refcienco 
incorporated and used for the purposes of the said Railway and on the debit 
side the share attributable to the Railway of the total working expenses of 
the undertaking (including the said Railway) to ho ascertamea in the mannei 
and at the times hereinafter provided inimpdiatolv upon tlie same being so 
ascei tamed and also any such excess of sums parable to Railway Adminis- 
trations to which running powers over tho said iiailway maybe granted as 
is heiemaftei m clause M hereof mentioned. 

11. The said Railway shall for tho purposes of Clauses 2St and 33J of the 
Pnucipal Contract he treated as part ol the undertakimr and all the costs and 
expenses incurred by the Company uith tho sanction of the bocretary or 
State m oi about the maintenance, management and working of tlie «aid 
Railway ascertained in accoidance with the said clause 38f shall accoidingly 
he entered and debited in the general working expenses account of the 
undeitaking to he kept as provided by the Principal Contract and tiieio shall 
also ho entered and debited in such account all such sums as may he paid 
or credited to any and every Railway Administration to whom running 
pow'ers ovei the said Railway mav ho granted m respect of the pioporlion 
allow cd and made payable to such Railway Administration hv the agreement 
by which such lunning powers shall ho granted to it of tho gross receipts 
derived from the oxeioise of such running powcis pioiided always that no 
proportion in execss of 20 pci cent ot the gioss reeeipts last alorcsaid shall 
he so entered and debited in the said working expenses account and the 
provisions of this clause shall ha\e efleet tor all the purposes of the Principal 
Contract as well as of these presents. 

12 Tho share attributable to the said Railway and chargeable in tho said 
Revenue account theicof as aforesaid in each half year of die rotal woikiug 
expenses of the undertaking (including the said itailwai) shall be a sum 
which shall hear the same proportion to tie total amount of such woiking 
expenses ascertained by the general working expenses account for that half 
xear to bo taken as in the principal contiact as modified hy the last piocoding 
clause provided as the gross receipts of the said Railway lor that halt jeai 
shall bear to the total of the gross receipts (as defined m Clause 2‘i§ of the 
Piincipal Contiact) of the undeitaking and tho gross receipts of tho Railway 
foi the same half year and such amounts shall he calculated and ascertained 
half-yeaily immediately on tho completion of the said accounts 

ApjpliGatton of Net Heoeipts 

13 The whole of the not receipts of the Railway m each half yeai as 
asceitained hy the said separate Revenue account to he kept iti "le^pect 
thereof after deducting the amount to be debited theieiu as "foiesaid foi 
woikmg expenses and other sums to be debited theiein in lespect of that 
half year as in Clause 10 provided shall belong to and bo retained bv the 
becrelary of State 

As to Munning Poiocrs for tlie Admimsti attons of other Matlwags 

14 If the Secietary of State shall in puisuance of tho power reserved to 
him by Clause 41*\f of the Principal Contract (heiein hy refeionce incorporated 
and made applicable to the said Railway) require the Company to entei into 
any agreement oi agieements with the administration or administrations ot 
any othei lailway oi railways having 3 unction either directly or indirectly 
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■with tliG said Railway for allow mg tlie use of tlie railway or any pate thereof 
foi the passage or running of the engines and tiains of such administration 
and under any such agreement there shall be payable or liable to be credited 
to any such Railway Administration a laiger proportion of the gross receipts 
denved from the exercise by such administration of the powers granted by 
such agreement than M pei cent the excess above such proportion of the 
amount so payable or liable to be ciedited shall not be tieated as a charge 
against the general working expenses of the undertaking nor be debited to 
the sail general working expenses account thereof but shall be a separate 
charge against the receipts of the said Railway and shall as aforesaid be 
directly debited to the separate Revenue account of the said Railway to be 
kept under Clause 8 hereof accordingly 

16 The terms of such agreement as in the last clause mentioned may at 
the option of the Secretary of State confer upon the Railway Administration 
with whom such agreement shall be entered into the right to quote through 
rates between stations on the system of such admmistratiou and stations on 
the said Railw ay lor traffic between and over the system of such adminis- 
tration and the said Railw'ay provided that the amounts of all such thiougti 
rates shall bo considered as earned by and attributable to the Railway of the 
admmmration by w bom tiny shall bo quoted and the «aid Railway in the 
jiroportions which the lengths in mileage covered by such rates oi in respect 
ot w'hich the same shall bo quoted of such Railways lespeutively bear to each 
other and such a provision as last herambefore mentioned if required by 
the Secretary of State shall be considered reasonable within the meaning of 
Clause 41’’ of the Principal Contract. 

16 'Whether or not such an agreement as in Clause 15 hereof referred to 
shall he entered into with the East Indian Railway Company the rates quoted 
and charged by the Company for or in respect of the carnage upon or oyer 
the undortaking or any part thereof of traffic coming or going to from or 
via, the East Indian Railway vid Tiindla and Agra shall not bo higher than 
those quoted and charged foi or in respeot of the carnage upon or over the 
undertaking of traffic coming or going from to or iid the said Railway. 

17 All receipts from or m respect of traffic passing both over the said 
Railway and the underbaking oi any portion thereof respectively shall foi the 
purpose of this Contract and paitioularly for the pmpose ot asceitaimng the 
receipts from or in respect of the said Railway to be enteied as aforesaid on 
the credit side of the Kovenue account to be kept as hereinbefore piovided bo 
appoitioned. between the said Railway and the undertaking pioportionutelv 
to the nuleage covered by the through rates from which such receipts 
lespecfcively are denved of the said Railway and the undertaking respactively 
that IS to sav the proport’on of eveiy such leceipt belonging or attributable 
to the said Railway shall bo the sum which bears the same piopoition to the 
whole amount thereof as the milcago of the said Railway covered by the 
through rate from w'hich such receipt is denved bears to the total mileage 
coveied by such rate and the balance shall belong to the Company 

18 On the determination of this Contract the Company shall forthwith 
give to the Secretary of State possession of the said Railway together wntli all 
lolling stock plant and machinery belonging thereto and all plans books 
survejs sections xamtmgs writings and documents whatsoever in anywise 
connected with the same and all telegraphic machinery works instruments 
and appliances and other property if any belonging thereto and the Oompanv 
shall not be entitled to receive any payment or compensation m respect 
thereof

RAILWAY 


\ THIS INDENTURE made on the 19th day of March 1909, BETWEEN 
) The Secretary of State for India in Council (hereinafter called "'the 
/ Secretary of State of the one part and The Great Indian Peninsula 
Railway Coaipany (hereinafter called '‘the Company*') incorporated by 
an Act of Parliament passed m the session of the I2tn and 13th years of the 
reign of Her late Majesty intitulea “An Act for incorporating the Great Indian 
Peninsula Railwa) Company and for other purposes connected therewith ** of 
- the other part 

WHEREAS by clause 43"'' of an Indenture (hereinafter called the Pnncipal 
Contract; dated the 21st December 1900 and made between the Secretary of 
State of the one part and the Company of the other part being a contract for 
the maintenance management and working by the Company of the Great Indian 
Peninsula Railway system and the Indian Midland Railway system it was 
agreed that the Secretary of State might require the Company {inter aha) 
to work an> auxiliary or branch railway of any gauge in connection with any 
railway forming part of tne undertaking (which expression is in the Principal 
Contract defined to mean, and \\here used in this contract means the Grea** 
Indian Peninsula Railway system and the Ii'idian Midland Railway system or 
such parts thereof respectively as have been or should be handed over to the 
Company for the purposes of the Principal Contract together with any such 
improvements alterations and additions as therein mentioned) either as Agents 
of the Secretary of State or as part of the undertaking upon such terms and 
conditions as might be agreed upon 

AND WHEREAS a certain railway known as the Baran-Kotah Railway 
and hereinafter more particularly defined has been constructed by the Secretary 
of State and is such an auxiliary or branch railway as mentioned in the Pnncipal 
Contract 

AND WHEREAS the Secretary of State has m pursuance of the herein- 
before recited power given to him by the ^aid Clause 43"^ of the said Indenture 
required the Company to work such Railway in connection with the Indian 
Midland Raihvay section of the undertaking as Agents of the Secretary of State 
and the said Railway has been opened throughout for public traffic and is now 
being worked by the Company accordingly upon the terms and conditions 
hereinafter set forth 

NOW THIS INDENTURE WITNESSETH that it is hereby agreed and 
declared as follows (that is to say) — 

Rathvay to be wot ked 

1 The Railway to be w^orked under this contract is the line of railway 
known as the Baran Kotah Railway extending from Baran Junction of the Bma 
Baran Branch of the Indian Midland Railway section of the undertaking at a 
point 753 miles 3,374 fett from Bombay and is hereinafter referred to as “ the 
said Railway and the Company shall during the continuance hereof work the 
same accordijigly 

Duration of the Contract 

2 This Contract shall be deemed to have come into force on the day 
on which the said Railway is opened throughout for public traffic and shall continue 
in force until determined either by the Secretary of State or the Company on 
any 30th day of June or 31st day of December during the subsistence hereof 
by giving to the other party not less than twelve calendar moriths* notice 
in wTiting of his or their desire so to do and m the event of any such notice 
being given this Contract shdll on the 30th day of June or 31st day of Decem- 
ber so mentioned in such notice as aforesaid absolutely determine unless prior 
to such specified day such notice shall be withdrawn by the consent of both 
parties and such notice shall if given by or on behalf of the Secretary of Slate

12 The share attributable to the said Railway and chargeable m the said 
Revenue account thereof as aforesaid in each half year of the totnl working 
expenses of the undertaking (including the said Railway) shall be a sum 
which shall bear the same proportion to the total amount of such workiner 
expenses asce**tained by the general working expenses account for that half 
year to be taken as in the Principal Contract as modified by the last preceding 
clause provided as the gross receipts of the said Railway for that half }par 
shall bear to the total of the gross receipts (as defined in Clause 29I of the 
Principal Contract) of the undertaking and the gross receipts of the said 
Railway for the same half year but such sum shall not m any half-year exceed 
50 per cent of the entire gross receipts of the said railway for that half-year 
and such amounts shall be calculated and ascertained half-yearly immediately 
on the completion of the said accounts 

Apphcation of Net Receipts 

13 The whole of the net receipts of the Railway m each half year as 
ascertained by the said separate Revenue account to be kept in respect thereof 
after deducting the amount to be debited therein as aforesaid tor working 
expenses in respect of that half year as m Clause 10 provided shall belong to 
and be retained by the Secretary of State 

14 All receipts from or in respect of traffic passing both over the saia 
Railway and the undertaking or any portion thereof respectively shall for the 
purpose of this Contract and particularly for the purpose of ascertaining the 
receipts from or m respect of the said Railway to be entered as aforesaid on the 
credit side of the Revenue account to be kept as hereinbefore provided be 
apportioned between the said Railway and the undertaking proportionately 
to the mileage covered by the through rates from which such receipts respec- 
tively are aerived of the said Railway and the undertaking respectively that is 
to say the proportion of every such receipt belonging or attributable to the said 
Railway shall be the sum wffiich bears the same proportion to the whole amount 
thereof as the mileage of the said Railway covered by the through rate from 
which such receipt is derived bears to the total mileage covered by such rate 
and the balance shall be earned to the Revenue account as part of the earnings 
of the Indian Midland Railway system under the Principal Contract 

15 On the determination of this Contract the Company shall forthwith 
give to the Secretary of State possession of the saidRailway together WMth all 
rolling stock plant and machinery belonging thereto and all plans books surveys 
sections printings writings and documents whatsoevr in anywise connected 
with the same and all telegraphic machinery works instruments and appliances'* 
and other property if any belonging thereto and the Company shall not be entitled 
to receive any payment or compensation in respect thereof

FOR WORKING THE NERBTJDDA COLLIERY 


made the 3?irst day of August 1913, BETWEEN The Secre- 
TART or State in Council or India (hereinafter called “ the Secretary 
of State ”) of the one part and The Great Indian Peninsula Bailwat 
CoAiPANX (hereinafter called “ the Company ”) (which expression shall 
include their assigns where the Contract so admits) of the other part 

WHEREAS by the Great Indian Peninsula Railway Purchase Act, 1900, 
the railways and works of the Company were transferred to and vested in the 
Secretary of State, and it was by the seventy-second section of the said Act 
provided that in addition to tlioir existing powers the Company might enter 
into contracts with the Secretary of State for (among other matters) the 
maintenance and management of any railways in India and the doing of all 
thmgs necessary or incidental to the matters therein provided for 

AND WHEREAS by an Indenture (hereinafter referred to as the princi- 
pal Contract) dated the 21st of December 1900, and made between the Secretary 
of State of the one part and the Company of the other part (as amended by 
Indentures dated the 21th of April 1903 and 4th of August 1908 respectively, 
a,nd made between the same parties), arrangements were made and sett’led 
for the handing over by the Secretary of State to the Company (subject as 
therein mentioned) of the Great Indian Peninsula Railway system aud the 
Indian Midland Rally ay system as therein respectively deRnod, and for the 
maintenance, management, and uorking thereof by the Company on the 
terms therein mentioned for the term of 25 years from the 1st of July 1900 , 
and it uas by Clausa 22 (a) of the same Indenture provided that all capital 
moneys required for the purposes of the undertaking as therein defined 
(being the said railway systems or such parts thereof as should be handed 
over to the Company for the purposes of the principal Contract) should, at 
the option of the Secretary of State, either be provided by him, in which case 
they should bear interest at the rate of 3^ per cent per annum, or at such 
other rate as should be agreed upon, or bo raised by the Company in manner 
therein mentioned , and by Clause 39t thereof provision was made for payment 
out of the rceeipfe of the undertaking of the interest payable on moneys 
provided by the Secretary of State for the purposes of the undertaking after 
the 30 th Juno 1900 

AND WHEREAS the Seciotary of State in oi about the year 1904 
purchased for a sum of 40,000? all the collieries, mines, minerals, buildings, 
Wngalows, railways, tramways, riglits, fixed and moveable plant and machinery, 
stores, chattels, and other property (other than cash, book debts, money, 
securities for money, and books of account), then recently in the possession of 
the Nerbudda Coal and Iron Company, Limited (hereinafter referred to as the 
Norbudda Company), or the liquidators thereof, and held in the Tahsil of 
Gadawara in the registration District of Nararnghpur in the Central Provinces 
of India 

AND WHEREAS the said purchase took effect from the 1st July 1904, 
and it was arranged between the parties hereto that the said colheries, mines, 
and premises should bo held and worked by the Company upon the terms 
hereinafter expressed. 

AND WHEREAS the Secretary of State pursuant to such arrangement 
shortly after the said purchase put the Company in possession of the premises 
so purchased 
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AND WHEREAS tlie Secretary of State has since the date of the said 
purchase acquired the surface of certain further lands required for the purposes 
I of or in connection with the working of the said collieries at a cost of 16,283 
rupees or thereabouts, and such lands have boon or are to be held by the 
Company as part of the said collienos 

NOW IT IS HEREBY AGREED AS EOLLOWS — 

1. The expression “ the undertaking ” shall in this Agreement bear the 
same meaning as in the principal Contract according to the definition therein 
contained, 

2 This Agreement (subject to any provision hereinafter contained for the 
earlier determination thereof) shall continue in force until the determination 
of the principal Contract and shall determine therewith. 

3, The provisions of the principal Contract shall (save as is hereby other- 
wise expressed) so far as the same may be applicable extend to the matters 
hereby provided for, and to the conduct of the Secretary of State and the 
Company respectively in the execution hereof, and in particular Clauses 44 and 
45 of the principal Contract shall apply with regard to all the matters included 
in this Agreement. 

4i This Agreement is entered into to enable the Company to get and raise 
coal and other minerals for the purposes of the undertaking, and, further, the 
Company shall be at liberty to sell and dispose of, in their discretion, any splint 
or refuse coal or other coal which shall not be suitable for use on the Company’s 
engines or works, or any products from such coal, or any iron, clav, stone, 
or other minerals or earths which it may bo necessary to raise for the safe, 
proper, and economical working of the collieries at such price as may bo from 
time to time fixed and determined by the Company, with the approval of the 
Secretary of State 

o The Company, during the continuance of this Agreement, shall have 
full and free licence (subject in all respects to the control of the Secretary of 
State) to mine, search for, work, and get all the mines, beds, and seams of 
coal and fire-clay within the lands containing 2o j square miles or there- 
abouts situate in the Tahsil of Gadawara in the District of Narsmghpur in 
the Central Pi evinces of India which are delineated on the plan marked A, 
hereto annexed, and are hereinafter referred to as the mining area, together 
with such limestone, building stone, and other minerals within the said 
lands as shall bo required for the purposes of, or necessarily got in the 
couise of, working the said coal and fiioolay, and shall also have the riglit 
(subject as aforesaid) to enter upon and use for the purposes of working the 
said colheiies and mines, or in connection therewitJi the surface of the lands 
oontaimng 700 94 acres, or thereabouts, and situate in the villages of Patlone, 
Bainar, Tuiyapani, Chargaon, Mohpani and Heechbai, in the Tabsil and District 
aforesaid, which are delineated on the plans marked B, C and D respectively 
hereto annexed, and are thereon oolonred pink (being tlio lands formerly m the 
possession of the Nerbudda Company, and such further lands as aforesaid), with 
the buildings, bungalows, railways, tramways, and fixed plant and machinery 
thereon, and during the period aforesaid the Secretary of State will grant to the 
Company such way-leaves and other rights and powers in relation to the 
premises as may, in the opinion of the Secretary of State, be necessary for the 
effectual working of the coal and fireclay within the mining aiea, and also wiU, 
from time to time, duiing the continuance of the principal Contract, supply and 
grant to the Company such further land, properly, and surface and other rights 
as may, in the opinion of the Secretary of State, be from time to time required 
for the economic working of the coal and fireclay within the mining area 

6 The Company shall during the contmuance of this Agreement hold, 
and shall be deemed to have held, as from the Ist July 1904, as part of the 
undertaking and subject to the provisions of the pnncipal Contract and of this 
Agreement, the promises specified in the last preceding clause and ail the 
moveable plant, machinery, stores, and chattels purchased by the Secretary of 
State as aforesaid. 
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?• The Ootopanr shall during the continuanoe of this Agreement pay to 
the Secretary of State in each half year a royalty of 4 annas for every ton of 
'round coal got or raised from the said mines in such half-year and a royalty 
of 2 annas for ever^ ton of splint coal got or raised from the said mines, which 
shall during such half year be sold by the Oompauv or shall be utilised for the 
purposes of the undei taking includins: the said collienes Provided always that 
if in any half year tlie aggregate amount of such royalties shall be less than the 
sum of 1,000 lupees then and whenever the same shall happen the Company 
«hail in lespect of such half year pay to the Secretary of State in addition to the 
royalties payable in respect of the same half year such a sum as together 
therewith ^hall amount to 1,000 rupees 

8 The Company shall vigorously and without voluntary intermissioa 
according to the most approved methods of working collieries known and 
practised in the Lontral Provinces work and get coal and other mineials as may 
he required by the Secretary of State in, from and under the said lands show n 
and coloured blue on the said plan marked A, hereto annexed, 

9 The Company shall not open any pits nor carry on any underground 
working in such a way as to endanger the safety of or cause any iniury or 
obstruction to any public building, road, or canal, or other woik, in or upon 
or near the surface of any part of the aforesaid lands, nor shall they obstruct 
any common highway now existing unless a good and sufficient road m the 
place and stead of and equally convenient with such highway shall have been 
provided uith the sanction of the Government 

10 The Company shall manage the said collieries and works and 
maintain them in good repair and in good working condition according to 
Clauses 10 to 1^* inclusive of the piincipal Oouttact so tar as applicable to 
collieries The Company shall bear the expenses of management and working 
as from the 1st July 1901 and shall also discharge all rents, royalties, and 
outgoings (if any), uetermined by the Secretary of State to be payable to 
persons or corpoiations other than himself, for or in respect of surface rights 
All tile said expenses, rents, royalties and outgoings, as well as the royalties and

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CONTRACT FOR WORKING THE CAWNPORE-BANDA 

RAILWAY 


THIS INDENTURE made the eighth day of May 1914, BETWEEN 
The Secretary of State in Council or India (hereinafter called ** the 
Secretary of State of the one part, and The Great Indian Peninsui a 
Railway Company (hereinafter called the Company **) incorporated by an 
Act of Parliament passed m the Session of the 1 2th and 1 3th years of the 
reign of Her late Majesty intituled An Act for incorporating the Great Indian 
Peninsula Railway Company and for other purposes connected therewith ” of 
the other part 

WHEREAS by clause 43^ of an Indenture (hereinafter called “ the Princi- 
pal Contratft dated the 21st December 1900 and made between the Secretary 
of State of the one part and the Company of the other part being a contract 
for the maintenance, management and working by the Company of the Great 
Indian Peninsula Railways system and the Indian Midland Railway system at was 
agreed that the Secretary of State might require the Company {inter aha) lo 
work any auxihar}'’ or branch railway of any gauge in connection with any railway 
forming part of the undertaking (which expression is in the Principal Contract 
defined to mean the Great Indian Peninsula Railway system and the Indian 
Midland Railway system or such parts thereof respectively as should be handed 
over to the Company for the purposes of the Principal Contract together with 
any such improvements, alterations and additions as therein mentioned) either 
as agents of the Secretary of State or as part of the undertaking upon such 
terms and conditions as might be agreed upon 

AND WHEREAS two railways known respectively as the Agra-Delhi 
Chord and the Baran-Kotah Railway are now being worked by the Company 
as auxiliary or branch railways m connecuon with the Indian Midland Railway 
section of the undertaking under Agreements between the parties hereto dated 
the 5th day of February 1909 and the 19th day of March 1909 respectively by 
the terms whereof such two railways are for the purposes of clauses eSf and 38^ 
of the Principal Contract 10 be treated as parts of the undertaking 

AND WHEREAS a railway known as the Caw npore-Banda Railway and 
hereinafter more particularly defined is being constructed by the Secretary of 
State and is such an auxiliary or branch railway as mentioned in the Principal 
Contract 

AND WHEREAS the section of the said Cawnpore-Banda Railway 
between Juhi (near Cawnporej and Hamirpur Road Station has been already 
completed and is being temporarily worked by the Oudh and Rohilkhand Rail- 
way Administration 

AND WHEREAS the Secretary of State has in pursuance of the herein- 
before recited power given to him by clause 43^ of the Principal Contract 
required the Company to work the Cawnpore-Banda Railway in connection wnth 
the Indian Midland Raihvay section of the undertaking as agents of the 
Secretary of State 

NOW THIS INDENTURE WITNESSETH that it is hereby agreed and 
declared as follows (that is to say) — 

Railway to be Worked 

I The Railway to be worked under this contract is the line of railway 
known or to be known as the Cawnpore-Banda Railway extending from Juhi 
near Cawnpore to Khairada and is hereinafter referred to as the said Railway^’ 
and the Company shall during the continuance of this Agreement work the 
same upon the terms and conditions hereinafter set forth 
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Duration of the Contract, 

2 This contract shall come into force on the date on which the Secretary 
of State shall hand over the said Railway to the Company as hereinafter pro- 
vided, and shall continue in force until determined ^ f 

State or the Company on any 30th day of September or 3 ‘® . ^ . writing 

giving to the other party not less than twelve calendar months notice in writing 
of hif or their desire so to do, and in the event of any such notjce being given, 
this contract shall on the 30th day of September or 31st ay 
tioned in such notice aforesaid absolutely determine, unless before such 
specified day such notice shall be withdrawn by the consent of both parties, and 
sLh notice shall if gl^en by or on behalf of the Secretap^ of Stale be sufficient 
if signed and given in the form and manner provided by clauses 58 ^ud 59 of 
the Principal Contract, and if given by or on behalf of the Company shall be 
gnen under the seal of the Company and counterstgned by two of the Directors 
and the Secretary of the Company, and shall be left at by- registered- 

post to the office of the Secretary of State or any of his Under Secretaries or 
his Assistant Under Secretary or of a Secretary of Government ^ 

of the Railway Board, and any such notice whether given on behalf of the 
Secretary of State or the Company shall be deemed to be given on the date 
when the same shall be so left or posted as aforesaid 


Application of the terms of the Principal Contract 

2 The terms and provisions of the Principal Contract so far as applicable 
to the said Railway, having especial regard to the fact that the same, though 
to De worked by the Company hereunder, will nevertheless remain the sole and 
absolute property of the Secretary of State, and as ihe same are not hereby 
expressly modified or altered in their operation, or are not repugnant to or by 
implication excluded from application by the terms and provisions hereof, shall 
apply to the said Railway, as if they had with the necessary modifications been 
expressly incorporated herein, and for the purpose of applying such terms and 
provisions to the said Railway it shall from the date on which it shall be made 
over to the Company as hereinafter mentioned, be considered as a subsidiary 
line forming part of one of the systems composing the undertaking the subject 
of the Principal Contract (viz, the Indian Midland Raihva> S} stem), and the 
Principal Contract shall for the purpose of such application be read accordingly, 
and the Principal Contract shall, so far as necessary for gn mg due effect to the 
terms and provisions hereof, be read and construed as modified by these 
presents 


As TO THE HANDING OVER OF THE RAILWAY TO THE COMPAN\ 


4 On such date as shall be hereafter agreed upon by the Secretary of 
State and the Company, the Secretary of State shall furnish to the Company a 
specification signed by or on behalf of the Secretary of State, setting forth the 
works which shall have been done and executed in the construction and comple- 
tion of the said Railway, and in making the same ready and fit for the conveyance 
of passengers and goods and in providing telegraphic works, machiner), and 
appliances for the purposes thereof, and m providing the same with rolling stocky 
plant, and machinery and the cost of such works, and such specification shall^ 
forthwith thereafter be signed on behalf of the Company by a properly authonsed 
officer of the Company, and thereupon the Secretary of State shall hand over 
the said Railway to the Company for the purposes of this contract, and such 
inventory of the undertaking and of the rolling stock, plant, and machinery 
belonging thereto at that dale as is mentioned in clause 9! of the Principal 
Contract shall be made and signed by or on behalf of the Secretary of State 
and of the Company 

5 The Secretary of State shall also make over or deliver to the Company, 
and the Company shall take over as soon as reasonably possible all stores in hand 
or m course of delivery supplied or intended for use in connection with the said 
Railway and belonging to the Secretary of State, except only such stores as on tha 
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tepresentation of the Company to ba made in writing ofi or before the expiration 
of SIX calendar months from the date of the said Railway being so made and 
taken over as aforesaid the Secretary of State may adjudge to be Onserviceable 
or surplus stores, and the Company shall pay for all stores so made and taken

6 If and whenever during the continuance of this Contract any alterations, 
additions, or improvements to or in the said Railway or to the Works, rolling 
stock, plant or machinery thereof, the cost of which may be chargeable to capital 
under or in accordance with the provisions of the Principal Contract, shall be 
required or on application from the Company sanctioned by the Secretary of

for the same half year, and such amount shall be calculated and ascertaintd 
half-yearly immediately on ihe conpletionof the said accounts For the pur- / 
poses of this clause, the total amount of such wwkmg expenses as aforesaid 
for any half year shall be ascertained by the g moral working expenses account

MEMORANDUM of Agreement made the fifteenth day of July one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-six BETWEEN the Government of HIS HIGH- 
NESS THE MAHARAJAH SINDIA OF GWALIOR (hereinalter called

Memorandum relating to the terms of sale by the Tonk Durbar 
to the Gwalior Durbar of that section of the Guna-Baran 
Railway which lies within the Tonk State 


Whereas under the memorandum dated the 31st January 189S, regarding 
the terms relating to the construction of that section of the Guna-Baran Railway, 
which lies within the Tonk State, the Tonk Durbar borrowed from the 
Gwalior Durbar the sum of Rs 14171J024-1-7 under the conditions as to re-pav- 
ment of principal and interest, etc , specified in the said memorandum, it is 
hereby agreed by the Tonk Durbar on the one part and by the Gwalior Durbar 
on the other part that the Tonk Durbar shall sell to the Gwalior Durbar and the 
Gwalior ^'Durbar shall purchase from the Tonk Durbar the seciicn of the 
Guna-Baran Railway Mhich lies within the Tonk Slate on the following condi- 
tions — 

(fz) Nothing shall be repaid by the Gwalior Durbar of any sums already 
paid by 4 he Tonk Durbar to the Gwalior Durbar on account of the loan 
taken from the Gwalior Durbar for the construction of this section of 
the line 

(b) Nothing further shall be paid by the Tonk Durbar to the Gwalior 
Durbar on account of the unpaid portion of the principal or interest of 
^ the loan taken by the Tonk Diirbar from the Gwalior -Durbar for the 
construction of this section of the line 

2 Under conditions (/z) and (d) above the Tonk Durbar relinquishes any 
claim for the refund of money repaid to the Gwalior Durbar in liquidation of the 
principal of the loan and the Gwalior Durbar relinquishes any claim for the 
payment ot the Tonk Durbar of the net earnings of the section up to date 

3 All rights of property m the land included in the section of the Railway 
referred to m this memorandum shall vest in the Tonk Durbar irrespective 
of the power and jurisdiction ceded to the Government of India by the 
Tonk Durbar under the agreement dated the 26th July 1839 

4 The Gwalior Duibar wall have the use of the land under the Railway as 
long as the Railway exists 

5 lhat no compensation whatsoever shall be payable to the Tonk 
Durbar by the Gwalior Durbar for the land now enclosed within the Chabra 
Section of the Railway or for the use thereof nor shall the Gwalior Durbar be 
charged with any compensation, etc , f( r the land which it may hereafter be 
necessary to acquire from the Tonk Durbar for the proper working of the said 
section 

6 That no sayer duty will be leviea by the Tonk Durbar on the articles 
imported locally for the maintenance of the Railway line and its appurtenances 

7 That in view of the loss whicn is accruing to the Gwalior Durbar by the 
conclusion of the transaction being delayed, the Gw^alior Durbar shall be entitled 
to receive the net earning of the said section from ist July I9^4> by the delay 
m the purchase being finally concluded the Durbar loses its interest on the 
amount advanced to the Tonk Durbar
